New Towns Bill Has Ex- 
emption and Bonus 
Clauses Eliminated. ,

GOVT. IS TO CREATE 
NEW DEPARTMENTS 


Will Be for Railways and 
Telephones and Muni- 
cipal Affairs. 


Towns of Alberta in future will not 
be given pcwer to grant exemption 
from taxation or to give bonuses or 
loans to persons or corporations that 
may seek such assistance, This was 
the decisicm arrived at by the Legisla- 
ture yesterday without division in 
discussing the Towns Bill in commit- 
tee of the whole, 

With tha object of getting through 
the Towns Bill and several other bills 
of an urgent nature befcre Christmas 
adjournment,the Legislature had two 
lengthy sittings yesterday, most of the 
time being taken up In committee of 
the whole on the Towns Bill. Excel- 
lent progress was made but little of 
general interest devalved ,the greater 
part of the time being taken up tn 
passing sections of the bill providing 
machinery for carrying on the work 
of town administration, 

New Departments. 

After opening of Hause, Premier 
Sifton introduced two govérnment 
measures. One was to provide a de- 
measures, One was to previde for de- 
other for a department of railways 
and telephanes The former will be 
in charge of the provincial secretary, 
Hon. A. J. McLean, while the second 
will be administered by the new mem- 
ber of the cabinet soon to be chosen. 

A bill respecting the Lethbridge Ex- 
hibition was read a first time on mo- 
licen of Dr. Stewart, Lethbridge. 

A bill to incorporate the Commer- 
clal Travellers’ Association of Alberta 
was given a setond reading and at 
the request of its sponsor, Mr. Roberts, 
will be taken up by ccmmittee of the 
whole instead of by the private bills 
committee, to whom it would ordinari- 
ly go by the rules of the House. Mr, 
Roberts pointed cait that unless this 
bill was got through before thé 20th, 
the reduced railway rates accorded 
commercial men could not be secure 
for the first of the year. 

A bill respecting the town of Mac- 
leod was also given its second reading.

Towns Bill in Committec, 

The House then went inta commit- 
tee of the whole on the Towns Bill. |

chosen by the members of the council 
from their number. This was discuss- 
ed at some length, but the opinion 
of the majority was in favor of the 
hoiding the electicms as in the past. 

On the term to which franchises 
should be limited, Mr. Michener was 
in faver of cutting down the specified 
term of twenty years to ten years, J. 
R. Boyle suggested fifteen years and 
this Mr. Michener accepted. After 
consideration for scene time the mem» 
bers decided to accept the twenty 
year term, ’ 

Clauses Were Cut Out. 

The committee made short work of 
the clauses providing for exemption 
from taxaticn for a longer period 
than one year except to railway com- 
panies and for making loans or grant- 
ing bonuses. Both were struck out, 
members being of opinion that towns 
should not be subject to corporationa 
in this regard. 

The Evening Session 

The amalgamation bill, as amend- 
ed, was finally approved by tho Legis 
lature in committee of the whole last 


evening and will recelye its third 
reading today. 
The only amendment added to 


those made by the committee on mu 
nicipal law which met yesterday 
morning was that which provided (or 
the inclusion within the area 


of the united city of the 
Highlands sudivision, Thig subdivi- 
sion is included unconditionally, the 
owners having agreed to waive the 
conditions upon which they insisted 
When the bill avas considered by the 
municipal law committee, Apam from 
the inclusion of the Highlands the 
boundaries of the united city will be 
those of the combined cities of Ed- 
monton and Strathcona, 
Into Force Feb, 1st, 

The act will come into force on 
February ist. On that date the 
Strathcona countil will go out of of- 
fice and the affairs of the two cities 
will be administered by the Edmon- 
ton council until March ist, when the 
counci) of the united city will take 


office, | 


Medical Profession Bill, 

The 
fessions Act received brief considera- 
tion, and avill be taken up in commit- 
tee again teday, when a bill in aim- 
ended form, representing a comprom- 
ise between the medical profession 
and the osteopaths, will be introduc- 
ed, The amended act will provide that 
all medical examinations shall be 
conducted by the University of Alber- 
to on behair of the medical council, 
The council will have representation 
on the university senate and that 
body will appoint an osteopath to set 
papers and examine candidates for 
entrance to this profession. There 
were indications that the bill in its 
amended form would meet with some 
opposition if an attempt were made 
to consider it in committee today. J. 
K. Cornwall contending that its intro- 
duction was an attempt to “railroad” 
the bill through without giving the 
osteopaths an opportunity to consider 
its provisions, 

The bill respecting La Corporatton 
Episcopale Catholique Romaine a’ 
Athabasca was approved by the com- | 
mittee of the whole House and will 
receive its third reading today, 

The bill to regulate travelling on 
Public highways was approved, sub- | 
Ject to a few minor amendments, and 
set down for a third reading today.

Premier Sifton remarked that it 
had been the endeavor of the legisla- 
ture as far as possible to prevent the | 
town councils from making mistakes 
but that this body could hardly be ex- | 
pected to protect the councils (rom 
mistakes they had made in the past. 

On the suggestion of Dramtes | 
Moore the section dealing with taxa-

EIN THE HILLS 


italian Troops Are Meeting 
With Very Slight 
Resistance. 


IS KEEPING EGYPT 
ENTIRELY NEUTRAL 
Nothing to Prevent Italian 
Occupation of Annexed 
Territory. 


London, Dec. 18—The continued 
advance of the Italian troops towards 
the interior of Tripoli and aWay from 
the environs of the coast towns with- 
out meeting serious resistance seems 
to prove the correctness of recent in- 
formation that the Turkish troops 
and their Ara} allies have withdrawn 
to the hills, 

They are practically without am- 
munition, Their only chance of re 
newing the supplies has been shatter- 
ed by Viscount Kitchener's action in 
sealing up all the possible points of 
leakage along the [rontier between 
Egypt and Tripoli. This action was 
taken by Viscount Kitchener in order 
to keep Egypt entirely neutral. 

The Italian forces now concentrat- 
ed in the former Turkish province of 
Tripoli number 80,000 and military 
experts think that when their means 
of transport have been perfected 
there will be apparently nothing to 
prevent the effective occupation § of 
the annexed territory by the expedi- 
tionary forces. The Italians are said 
to be assisting the Albanian revolt 
with the object of occupying Turkey's 
attention at home and preventing her 
giving any assistance to her forces in 
Tripoli. 


Berlin, Dec, 18—The alleged discov- 


ery cf a British plot to blow up the 
navai harbor at Wilhelmschafen, pub- 
lished in the Rhenish Westphalian 
Gazette ,is regarded in official circles 
in the light of newspaper nonsense. 
While the Essen newspaper story is 
not denied, it is considered as the pro- 
duct of the prevailing espionage mania 
in Germany and England. Espionage 
certainly existed, but it took less fan- 
tastic forms than that related in the 
Gazette.

Mr. Kelsey travelled from Fort 
McMurray to Lac La Biche by dog 
train, making the trip in eight days. 
The trail is a circuitous one, At one 
point where he crossed the twenty- 
Second base line he was about 38 miles 
further east than Fart McMurray, He 
left McMurray on December ist and 
arrived in Edmonton on Thursday of 
last week. To the Bullgtin he stated 
that there is about the same amount 
of snow in the McMurray ‘istrict as 
here ,and the weather ts very similar. 
The Athabasca river froze up at Me- 
Murray about Noveiver 1st, 

On Foot Around Rapids. 

Mr. Kelsey went down the river in 
the latter part of October ,arriving 
at MeMurray on November 4th. From 
House river, which is 80 miles above 
Fort McMurray, he was forced to leave 
the river and proceed on faot, around 
the rapids to Fort McMurray. 

In the Fort McMurray and Fort 
McKay districts an extensive oil de- 
velopment work is being prosecuted. 
Immediately west of Fort McMurray 
the Northern Develcmment Company 
is working a claim. A new rig was 
taken in this summer by this company 
and under the direction of Neil Cam- 
eron, manager, it is said that a hole 
1250 feet has been bored. In the 
operation the company's men claim to 
have struck salt, and passed thraugh 
an oil-bearing strata. This is a new 
hole. In an old hole a depth of 1400 
feet was reached before it was aban- 
doned, 

Working Oi) Claims, 

The Fort McKay Oj! and Asphalt 
Company is working on two claims. 
The first claim is immediately cippo- 
site Fort McKay on the east bank of 
the river and the second claim is 10 
miles below Fort McKay. Two wells 
are being drilled on the first of these 
claims, according to the infarmation 
received by Mr. Kelsey, Depths of 
250 and 275 feet respectively have 
been reached. One of the rigs used 
here is new while the other has been 
leased. On the claim 10 miles below 
Fort McKay the drillers have reached 
a depth of 600 feet and are Said to 
have gone through 100 feet of tar 
Strata bearing crude oil. At the pre- 
Sent time all werk on these oil claims 
has been stopped for the winter, and 
the men engaged have come out to 
Edmonton, 

Mr. Kelsey brings from the north 
the first report concerning the rein- 
deer which were sent in by the de- 
partment of the interior last autumn, 
and which were destined fer Fort 
Smith. Of the forty-six head which 
left Edmonton, thirty-eight arrived 
at a point twelve miles below Chip- 
ewyan, Eight head were lost en 
route owing to unfavorable weather 
conditions. Below Chipewyan the 
sectWws bearing the animals were frozen 
in, and the reindeer were there un- 
loaded and were to have been driven 
overland the 80 or 90 miles to Fort 
Smith. By this time they have prol- 
ably reached Fort Smith.

The French champion, Mar- 
cel Moreau, was also threatened with 
the same, complaint, and It is not long 
since that Daye Smith, the Australian 
champion, was operated on; also Les 
O'Donnell, the crack middleweight of 
the Antipodes,; and Jack Redmond, the 
Milwaukee lightweight, were a bit cut 
up, but have fully recovered. It has 
been fortunate for most of the box- 
ers, however, that they have been in 
good physical condition at the time 
of being stricken down, and that has 
helped wonderfully to pull them 
through safely. And still some of the 
timid ones say boxing is not qa good 
heaithful sport.

OUTLAW HOCKEY LEAGUE IS AN 
ANARCHISTIC ORGANIZATION 
Calgary Albertan Says League Pro- 
posed by Gravelle in “Bullt Upon a 
Foundation of Discord, Disregard 
of Authority and Taint» of Profes- 
siopalinm and Must Die.” 


(By Joe F. Price, Sporting Editor of 
The Albertan) 

Up to this time The Albertan has | 
taken no sides in the hockey dispute ' 
which has culminated in the declara- 
tion of war between the Alberta hoc- 
key association and the Southern Al- 
berta hockey league. But the time 
has’ come when it is necessary to de- 
clare for clean amateur sport and 
when it comes down to this there is 
but one way to look at it, and that way 
is to uphold the organization which 
supports these principles. That or- 
ganization is the Alberta Amateur 
Hockey Association. 

It is not a question of advertising 
for Calgary, nor is it a case of grati- 
fying civie selfishness; it is a question 
of principle. 

It is true that the Calgary A.C. have 
a club which would stand a good 
chance of winning the Allan cup and 
the possession of the Allan cup in 
Calgary would mean a great deal to 
the city. But where there is a prin- 
ciple at stake selfish ideas cannot bu 
considered as paramount. 

Residence Rule Stringent. 

I ‘still believe that the residence rule 
passed at the annual meeting of the 
league was iniquitous. It was too 
stringent for this country where play- 
ers come and go at all seasons of the 
year. It did not reach all of the peo- 
ple concerned for Deacon White had

Outlaw League Eviis,

It is true that these princi- | 
ples have been disregarded in the past | 
to some extent but it has been because 
the people who were Supposed to sup- 
port amateurism allowed their own 
selfishness to influence their judgment 
and ave their support to a team 
which they knew to be disregarding | 
amateur principles, It is now clearly
